“I’m not Jew- 
ish but to my way of thinking 
that’s not right. Why should a 
people who want only peace 
have to fight for something 
which is rightfully theirs? If 
it’s all right for Britain to help 
the Arabs, then it should be all 
tight for America to help Israel.” 


Louis A. Sabatino, Winters’ 
attorney, told The Post that 
Winters himself had made the 
‘decision to plead guilty, after 
original plans to stick to a plea 
of innocent.

A meeting of the Memphis ZOA district board last night voted 
35 to 3 to rebuke the ZOA leaders and to demand that the entire 
United Palestine Appeal Board be given a chance to air the dispute, 
The board ‘bitterly condemned Herman L. Weisman, act- 
ing national chairman of the United Palestine Appeal. 

Abe D. Waldauer, a member of the UPA board and 
past president of the ZOA district, told The Post that 
while there was a member of the opposition Committee 
of Contributors on the district ZOA board, “this action is not a 
COC action.” 

The resolution instructed the officers of the district to with 
shold aid to the 1949 UJA drive until they could in- 
avestigate and report back to the board that a “fair

tion. “It is inevitable that any minority group 
depends for its survival upon the good will of 
the majority.” 

He said that some progress toward the goal 
that Jews should be judged by their non-Jew- 
ish neighbors as individuals had been made 
through interfaith work, but he warned that 
the misbehavior of one Jew still reflects on the 
entire community and may prove harmful to it. 

Referring to the recent British bribe scandal 
hearings, Rabbi Fisher said that without doubt 
the British Board of Deputies should punish 
one of the defendants, Sidney Stanley. The 
trials involved a number of Jews with Stan- 
ley, a stateless Jew, as one of the key figures. 
British newspapers played up the role of Jews 
to such an extent that a formal statement was 
issued by the government repudiating collect- 
ive responsibility of British Jewry for Stan- 
ley’s acts. (NJP Dec. 31, 1948). 

Rabbi Fisher also called for control by the 
community of “intramural misbehavior.” He 
cited four recent examples of misconduct 


partment, attempt to thwart the desires of 95 
per cent of the Jewish community.” 

2. Dan Arnstein, New York transportation 
magnate, who successfully compelled Temple 
Isaiah of Miami to seek new quarters because 
the services were “disturbing” to him. 

3. Those persons “who fail to fulfill their 
fund-raising responsibilities.” That theory was 
the basis for community trials of Mexican Jews 
last year.

Rabbi Fisher said that Jewish history sup- 
plies precedents for Jewish communal pun- 
ishment of anti-social behavior by Jews. He 
said that even without resorting to excom- 
munication, rabbis always wielded enough 
power to induce individuals to cooperate 
with the community. 

Rabbi Fisher, who is treasurer of the Chica- 
go Rabbinical Association, said that imple- 
mentation of his program would require a new 
code of conduct. Such a code, he proposed 
would explain what constitutes punishable mis- 
conduct and would provide methods of dealing 
with it.

NEW YORK—A call for effective action to eliminate the multi- 
plicity of independent fund-raising campaigns for Israel and Europe 


in the United States was issued 


this week by the éxecutive com- 


mittee of the United Jewish Appeal of Greater New York in a reso- 
lution expressing “deep concern” over the growing number of such 


campaigns. 


The resolution “deplores the 
confusion these campaigns cause 
in the community and their di- 
version of funds and manpower 
from the United Jewish Appeal, 
whose agencies bear the major 
responsibility for meeting the 
needs of Jews of Europe and Is- 
rael.”” It calls upon members of 
the American Jewish community 
“to recognize the adverse effect” 
that such independent campaigns 
have upon the United Jewish Ap- 
peal. 


“We call upon those agencies 
which have traditional spheres of 
service on behalf of the Jews in 
Israel and in Europe to restrict 
their activities to the period of 
the year when the United Jewish 
Appeal is not campaigning and to 
limit their financial goals, in 
keeping with their traditional 
Programs,” the resolution says. 

“We eall upon the leaders of 
the government of Israel, the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine, the 
American section of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine and the 
several American Zionist organ- 
ations represented therein, and 
all other groups concerned with 
the welfare of Israel and of our 
People overseas, to take effective 
action for the elimination of the 
Multiplicity of drives so that the 
United Jewish Appeal may have 
the unified support of the com- 
Munity to uphold the efforts of 
the United Palestine Appeal and 


the Joint Distribution Committee 
for achievement of this purpose. 

“The executive committee of 
the United Jewish Appeal of 
Greater New York pledges itself 
to take definite steps for the so. 
lution of this problem and calls 
upon the leadership of all trade 
and community groups, congre- 
gations and organizations to 
strengthen our hand by adopting 
resolutions in keeping with the 
sentiments expressed here. All 
members of these groups are urg- 
ed to participate in the solution 
of the problem by withholding 
their personal support from such 
diversionary campaigns as are 
held or conducted in violation of 
this resolution.”

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NEW YORK—(NJP)—The anti-Zionist Amer- 
ican Council for Judaism this week rejected the 
recent call of Dr. Abba Hillel Silver for an end 
to the debate between Zionists and anti-Zionists, 
and indicated it intended to continue its fight. 

In an editorial, ‘Not So Fast...” in the Jan- 
uary, 1948 COUNCIL NEWS, official organ of 
the group, the Council took up the cudgels 
against Dr. Silver’s speech at the 40th biennial 
meeting of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations. 

Dr. Silver said that the anti-Zionist who con- 
tinues the fight “will no longer be fighting an 
idea or a movement but an established state. 
He will be endangering the security of a legally- 
constituted state which is recognized by his 
own country.” (NJP Nov. 19, 1948). 

The Council rejected the proposal of the 
Zionist Organization of America leader on the 
grounds that Zionism “is self-confessedly a 
movement which goes far beyond the fact of 
Israel.” 

The editorial said- this had been admitted 
many times and by a wide variety of Zion- 
ists. It quoted Dr. Samuel Margoshes, re- 
cently-named head of the ZOA committee on 
information, as saying that the purpose of the 
Zionist movement was “to Zionize World 
Jewry .. . to establish Zionist hegemony 
over the developing Jewish communities

nationalism in the United States.” 

“If this be true, then anti-Zionism, among 
Americans of Jewish faith, is more important 
than ever,” the editorial said. “The debate be- 
tween Zionism and anti-Zionism is something 
that is very much due Americans of Jewish 
faith.” > 

The editorial said the Silver call was being 
rejected for another reason, asking “since when 
the establishment, or even the recognition of 
a state precluded opposition to its activities, 
policies and government.” 

The editorial raised that question on behalf of 
“many American anti-Zionists who are not 
Jews.” 

“The debate is not ended yet,” the editorial 
concluded. “Nor can it be ended by partisan 
fiat. It will not be ended until all the Ameri- 
can people—among them many of Jewish 
faith-—know the truth, the whole truth. They 
cannot learn that truth by foreclosing discus- 
sion. They can learn it only in the democratic 
process of full and free debate. The debate 
has only just begun.” 
“ Dr. Silver also charged that the “obsession” 
of anti-Zionists “with hyphenated loyalties is a 
confession of insecurity and, if publicly charged 
against fellow-Jews, is a libel against loyal and 
patriotic citizens, one which plays directly into

“KEEPING THE DIETARY LAWS 
‘IS A BOND WITH MY PEOPLE” 


éy CARL ALPERT 
RIENDS with whom I lunch frequently have long since ceased 
to be surprised at my dietary restrictions, but new acquaint- 
ances often query me: 





“You keep kosher on the outside, too? We can understand a 
kosher home—but in restaurants, too . . .?” The remainder of the 
question usually trails off in implied disapproval. Some have pressed 
me for explanation which I have previously not ventured to give. 
Somehow one doesn’t need to explain the precious, the hallowed 
things of life. Nobody asks me to explain why I love my children. 
But the questioners sometimes become insistent, and inasmuch as 
their inquiries stem more often from honest curiosity than from 
disdainful skepticism, I shall for the first time essay the necessary 
self-analysis. 


I do this with some hesitancy. I do not pretend to be a fully 
orthodox Jew. My answers may not be theologically sound, or suffi- 
cient to please the rabbi—but they represent my own feelings. I 
offer them only as a Jayman’s views, which might be of interest to 
others who have been groping for some explanation of their own. 


I CAN BEST BEGIN by discarding one popular reason often 
advanced for the observance of the Jewish dietary laws. It has 
nothing to do with health and sanitation. Moses may have been 
an unconscious pioneer in the science of micro-biology, but I have 
no doubt that federal and state standards, as well as the national 
pure food and drug laws, have gone far beyond Moses. 


Neither do I avoid pork products because I fear trichinosis. 
Any attempt to rationalize kashruth on health grounds must fall 
short of the mark. There are imponderables in life—emotions, loy- 
alties, disciplines, which rise above logic, and defy being pinned 
down neatly with a “cause and effect.” In our daily lives we have 
many symbols, unimportant in themselves, but significant for what 
they stand. Perhaps I can explain myself better by citing some of 
the ordinary and prosaic symbols. If the reader will follow my 
principle in these casual and unimportant matters, he will better 
understand its application in something which has been as signifi- 
cant and as enduring in Jewish life as kashruth. 


The wearing of a necktie is one such symbol. Most men 
will acknowledge that ties are uncomfortable, especially in hot 
weather, and have no functional use whatsoever. There is some 
doubt as to the decorative value of the newer ties as well. Yet 
there is hardly a man who would think of discarding his neck- 
tie. It is a symbol, accepted by conventional society, of the 
fully-dressed man. 

Here is a more homely parallel. There’s nothing dangerous or 
unhealthy or even uncomfortable in the wearing of torn under- 
clothes. Nobody ever sees them, despite the humorous comment 
most folks make to the effect that they might some day be rushed 
off to a hospital. Yet it is a matter of personal pride and self- 
respect to be neat and clean, even in private and unseen matters. 
This, too, is a symbol of something—of certain values and standards 
which the individual sets, though the symbols jn themselves are 
unimportant. 


Mother’s Day is a symbol; so are fraternity pins, a handshake, 
a uniform, 


WELL, SO IT IS with kashruth. To me it is symbol of my asso- 
ciation with the Jewish people. It is the mark of my membership, 
and I wear it with the same pride that many members of the Amer- 
ican Legion wear their Legion pins. A ham sandwich more or less 
—a hot dog from the corner stand—won’t interfere with my diges- 
tion, and don’t amount to much in themselves. But they would 
constitute a violation of a discipline which I have assumed for 
myself, and in this instance the symbol has genuine significance. 


Being Jewish is more than a mere matter of name or of iden- 
tity with a synagogue; it means that I subscribe to certain prin- 
ciples of justice, morality and ethics. It means that I associate my- 
self with the long history of my people, from Biblical days, through 
the dark years of the Middle Ages, down to the present. It means 
that I consider myself a part of the Jewish national, cultural, spir- 
itual renaissance, of which we stand only on the threshold as yet. 
This is a vast panorama of history—these are glorious and noble 
ideals. Words—entire volumes—would not be adequate to express 
them properly, and so we seek for symbols to represent them. The 
symbol itself is unimportant, and may ‘take any form, but once

Inconvenience? Nothing is inconvenient if you really want to do 
it. To the contrary, I find more real satisfaction in maintaining the 
dietary standards than I ever could in violating them. I know, be- 
cause I let down the standards for three years in the Army, and it 
was a relief to be away from a compulsion imposed by others and 
to return to a life where I set up my own disciplines for my own 
reasons. 


PERHAPS I HAVEN’T been too clear; this isn’t a matter that’s 
easy to explain. Have you ever noticed that all railroad engineers 
wear the same kind of cap? That firemen keep their badges well 
polished? That college athletes sport their letters on their sweat- 
ers? It’s all,a matter of pride and loyalty. I owe a loyalty to the 
people of which I am a member, and to the faith of which I am 
an adherent.

Outlines Of Future Of U.S. Jewry .

RK—Two recent specific programs for a reorganization of American Jewish life to 
deal with the fact of the emergence of a Jewish State were bitterly attacked this week as motivated 
largely by partisan enmity toward the Zionist Organization of America. 

The proposals which drew the wrath of Dr. Samuel Margoshes, in a series of articles in his col- 


umn, “News and Views” in the DAY, Yiddish Soc 


national executive director of the 
American Jewish Congress and 
Henry Hurwitz, editor of the 
MENORAH JOURNAL, 

Dr. Petegorsky, in two recent 
articles in the CONGRESS 
WEEKLY, said that the ZOA and 
other Zionist group no longer rep- 
resented all American Jews imter- 
ested in the welfare of Israel. He 
proposed a merger of like-minded 
groups as the answer to that 
problem and the corollary prob- 
lems of dozens of competing and 
overlapping aid-to-Israel _ pro- 
grams. (NJP Dec. 31, 1948). 

Hurwitz and Petegorsky 

Hurwitz proposed a complete 
reorganization of Jewish life on 
a strictly religious basis, to be 
worked out through a new Jewish 
Assembly of Representatives in 


America, JARA. This group 
would be developed’ entirely 
through rabbinical leadership. 


(NJP, Nov. 26, 1948). 

Margoshes flatly accused both 
of seeking only the destruction of 
the giant ZOA, though he did not 
deny that the first Jewish State 
in 2,000 years had compelled some 
consideration of the future of the 
Zionist Movement in America. 

Margoshes was recently 
named chairman of a ZOA com- 
mittee on public information 
and is associated with the can- 
didacy of Daniel Frisch for the 
ZOA presidency. But he told 
The Post that his columns were 
“always the work of a colum- 
nist, never the product ef a 
ZOA partisan.” 

“If occasionally the columnist’s 
views square with those of the 
ZOA, it is because the columnist 
happens to think that the ZOA is 
right,” Margoshes said. “He al- 
ways reserves for himself the 
right to criticize the ZOA when he 
thinks it is in the wrong.” 

Margoshes began his series 
with an indication he was very 
skeptical of all the arguments 
about the inevitability of major 
changes in the structure of the 
Zionist Organization. 


By A Little Fellow 

To illustrate his argument, he 
began by analyzing the article 
“published in a Jewish weekly in 
New York and written by a little 
fellow who is filling a big job in 
what used to be a great American 
organization.” 

Margoshes declined to use Pete- 
gorsky’s name throughout his 
criticism, saying, “Why mention 
his name and give him publicity?” 

The columnist heaped scorn on 
Petegorsky’s two major criti- 
cisms: That the Zionists are ham- 
pering aid to Israel and that the 
Zionist Movement cannot fully 
mobilize American Jewry for the 
tasks ahead. 

“Is the conclusion that because 
American Zionism today is not as 
yet synonomous with the totality 
of American Jewry, it should 
sally forth and capitalizing on its 
triumph in helping to bring about 
the establishment of a Jewish 
State in Palestine ... do its best 
to bring the whole of American 
Jewry to its own position and into 
ts camp?” Margoshes asked. 

“That would have made sense 
of course, but not the kind of 
conclusion the writer was driv- 
ing at, when he decided upon 
the early death of the ZOA,” 
the columnist said. “Instead, 


his verdict is that having ar- 
‘Fived at the highest point of its 
career, the ZOA and the other 
Zionist groups as well, should 
commit suicide, leaving the field 
to others.”

PRESIDENTIAL BIDDER FRISCH 
URGES 4-POINT ZOA PROGRAM 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—A four-point program for the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America was proposed this week by Daniel Frisch, 
a ZOA vice president, in the first detailed proposals by a Zionist 
official in the ferment over the future of the ZOA now that a Jew- 


ish State has been established. 

The proposal was published as 
an article, “The ZOA _ at the 
Crossfoads,” in the January 13 
issue of the NEW PALESTINE, 
official organ of the ZOA. Publi- 
cation in the periodical was view- 
ed against the background of 
Frisch’s open bid to succeed Dr. 
Emanuel Neumann as ZOA pres- 
ident next July. 


Frisch, Mortimer May,. and 
Rabbi Irving Miller are consider- 
ed among the 
three top pros- 
ovects for ‘the 
ZOA presidency. 
which is general- 
‘y regarded as 
che foremost el- 
active post in 
American - Jew- 
‘sh life. 

, § Frisch rejected 
FRISC the arguments 
of those “who feel that the es- 
tablishment of a Jewish State 
renders the ZOA_ superfluous.” 
He argued that establishment of 
Israel was only one function of 
the Zionist movement and that 
it could and should turn now to 
other tasks, particularly that of 
revitalizing Jewish life in the U. 
S. : 

Israel and America 


He argued that a major task of 
the ZOA now should be to foster 
“a sense of mutality” between 
America and Israel, and urged a 
“permanent ZOA delegation’ and 
“embassy” in Israel. 

A second element in the Frisch 
program called for a ZOA effort 
“to guarantee Jewish survival 
and continuity throughout the 
world.” In that program, he call- 
ed for a strong campaign to pro- 
vide a Jewish education for a ma- 
jority of children. 


He suggested that all-day 
schools and a chain of summer 
camps “is the only solution to 


















the problem.” 

The third element was “a more 
dynamic program calculated to 
stimulate Chalutziut (preparing 
for pioneering in Israel) among 
the Jewish youth of America.” 


. Challenges Socialism 


Frisch’s last point was clothed 
in a vigorous challenge to the 
dominance of socialist ideals in 
Israel. He said “that the exagger- 
ated emphasis of the return-to- 
the-land movement is absolutely 
harmful to the economic develop- 
ment of Israel, which is today be- 
ing molded by forces’ greater 
than our own.” 


He asserted that “historically 
and empirically, the coopera ’ 
tive society has yet to justify 
itself as the only basis for a 
developing society. On _ the 
contrary, the record will show 
that every new country has 
been built largely on free en- 
terprise.” 


On that basis, he proposed that 
the ZOA help establish banks and 
investment institutions to enable 
the “little man” who lacks the 
“financial power of the Hista- 
drut” to borrow money and get 
other forms of economic help.

He blasted the Hurwitz article 
as “undiluted, vicious and mali- 
cious talk of the sort one hears 
ever so often from the American 
Council for Judaism, intended to 
put Zionists in the wrong before 
the American public and govern. 
ment.” 

He cited the following para- 
graph from the Hurwitz article: 

“The American section of both 
(the World Zionist Organization 
and the Jewish Agency for Pal- 
estine) with headquarters in New 
York, is in command; and 
through control of the American 
United Jewish Appeal, controls to 
a large extent the Provisional 
Government of Israel itself. For 
that Government could not exist 
without the millions from Ameri- 
ca.” 

Right With the Council 

Margoshes insisted that Hur- 
witz’ arguments put him directly 
into bed with the _  anti-Zionist 
Council. 

“To Henry Hurwitz Diaspora 
nationalism is dead. The Jews as 
a cultural group just don’t exist,” 
Margoshes said. 

He scornfully dismissed as sim- 
ple ignorance Hurwitz’ turn to 
the synagogue in America as the 
source of action for an overall 
American Jewish organization, 
commenting that Hurwitz, “who 
spent all his life in the United 
States and therefore should know 
something: about the role of the 
rabbi, calls for ‘rabbinical revolu- 
tion’ to revitalize American 
Jewry.” 

“Added to Hurwitz’ viciousness, 
when dealing with Zionism, this 
naivete of his concerning the syn- 
agogue is just too precious for 
words,” Margoshes said. 

He insisted that “what both 
these prophets of doom have in 
common is their hostility to the 
Zionist movement in the United 
Seates, particularly the Zionist 
Organization of America.” 

Just Two Arguments 

Moving over to the offensive, 
Margoshes then argued that only 
two points needed making “to 
show the vacuity of the argu- 
ments advanced by those who 
would relegate the Zionist move- 
ment to the scrap heap of history 
and put themselves and their own 
elements into the driver’s seat 
in American Jewish life.” 

“The first argument,” he 
said, “was that the political 
task of Zioninsm was far from 
finished, that for years to come 
Israel will have to depend on 
that support for its growth and 
well-being.” 

The second argument was that 
the Zionists in America “far from 
having been a failure, and re- 
duced to begging others to take 


over, have reaily piled up a re- 
markable record of achieve. 
ment.” 

Margoshes then briefly devel- 
oped his counter-arguments by 
asking whether the State of Is- 
rael could trust those who pro- 
posed to take the place of the 
Zionist mevement. 


Who Are The Friends 

“I think it must be clear that 
if Israel iS to build its future on 
a firm foundation, it must be able 
to rely on old friends who have 
been tested in adversity and 
proved their mettle,” he said. 
“The Zionists of America have 
been such old friends, tried and 
tested, and they have proved their 
worth and loyalty in a hundred 
battles over a period of half a 
century.” 

He said it would be “the 
height of folly for Israel to ex- 

change them for any motley 
crowd of raw recruits, however 
numerous, just as it would be 
both disloyal and unnatural for 
those who had borne the brunt 
of fighting through the years to 
give up their hard-won _posi- 
tiens.” 

“Could the State of Israel en. 
trust its future into the hands of 
those who only yesterday or a 
day before were either non-Zion- 
ists or anti-Zionists and who only 
today find it convenient and ad- 
visable to jump on the Zionist 
bandwagon?” he asked. 


Come and Get It 

He then bluntly challenged all 
foes of Zionism to try to take 
leadership ‘away from the ZOA., 
He said “it is not in the nature of 
a victorious army to hand over 
the keys of the cities it has con- 
quered to those who had opposed 
it on the battlefield.” 

“Whether their critics like it 
or not, the Zionists of America 
feel they have earned their right 
to a central position in American 
Jewish life.” 

Moreover, he argued, the po. 
litical battle on behalf of Israel 
was only one function of Zion- 
ism. “Thus, the ZOA, for in- 
Stance, Wishes to see an Ameri- 
can Jewry that will be Jewish 
to the core, with a Jewish cul- 
ture, both grounded in the 
American soil and tied in with 
Israel’s civilization.’ 

He said the ZOA would never 
be satisfied “with an American 
Jewry whose only expression of 
Jewishness is an interest in a 
philanthropic institution or even 
a check drawn te the credit of 
the State of Israel.” 

He said the function of the 
Zionist movement in the U. S., “is 
to win souls for a vital Judaism 
in America. To attain this end, 
the Zionist mevement is resolved 
not. to give up a single position 
it has won and to gain new ones.’ 
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Seek To Attract Children 
Of Jewish Upper Classes 


Luxurious New All-Day School Frankly Aimed At Wealthy Jews 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—A frank bid to persuade 
wealthy Jews to send their children to an all-day 
Jewish school by providing them with the atmos- 
phere of a fashionable private school was disclosed 
here this week. 

The program of the Westchester Day School, lo- 
cated on a 26-acre waterfront estate in exclusive 
Orienta Point in Mamaroncek, N. Y., was outlined by 
Rabbi David I. Golovensky, spiritual leader of Beth 
El Synagogue in New Rochelle, and founder of the 
sehool. 

He said he believed the school would mark a “third 
era” in the development of the day school movement. 
He said the pioneer day schools (Yeshiva Ketanoth) 
proved that a bi-cultural education was effective and 
feasible “in spite of their crude facilities and anti- 
quated methods.” 

“The more recent schools with their modernized 
plants and improved techniques are demonstrating 
that such an education can be wholesome and attrac- 
tive, and can produce harmonious Jewish personali- 
ties completely adjusted to the Americen environ- 
ment,” he said. 

“The Westchester Day school hopes to advance 
one step farther and prove that a Hebrew Day 
School can also be made fashionable and thus ren- 
der it appealing also to the upper Jewish social 
classes,” Rabbi Golovensky said. 

He was frank in his analysis of the need for such 
a school, noting that “in our present milieu Jewish 
lay leaders who, to a large degree, set the tone of 
Jewish life, are generally drawn from the higher 
social and economic strata. Wealth lends prestige 
and power in the Jewish community as in the larger 
social system of which it is a part. Piously deploring 
this false value structure does not alter the melan- 


Since such Jews are the leaders, the chances are 
that their children enjoy a better than equal chance 
to occupy positions of influence in the Jewish com- 
munity of tomorrow.” 7 

Such children especially need a “wholesome He 
brew training and , .. taught to appreciate the ideals, 
traditions and values of Judaism. Yet it is precisely 
these children who are forgotten, disenfranchised and 
neglected, as far as a Jewish education is concerned.” 

He warned that if Jewish lay leadership in the 
U. S. was not to become “an aristocracy of ignorance, 
fromthe point of view of Judaism,” then special ef- 
forts must be made to “capture the interest of these 
children and impart to them a positive Jewish cul- 
tural and spiritual orientation.” 

He also argued that the luxurious surroundings of 
the school are needed to make the children of wealthy 
Jews feel at home. 

“Especially in the wealthier Jewish communities, 
the contrast between the majestic homes and 
schools, not to mention the golf and beach clubs, 
and the usually cramped and humble Hebrew 
schools, is too sharp for the spiritual health of the 
Jewish child.” 

He said another factor was that “if a sense of Jew- 
ish pride is to be cultivated in the hearts of our chil- 
dren, they should be given the chance of associating 
their Jewish studies with dignity, beauty and free- 
dom.” 

He said the Westchester school “will encourage the 
child’s sense of belonging to, and identity with, the 
Jewish group on the conscious level by means of an 
adequate educational program, and on the esthetic- 
emotional plane through pleasant, cheerful surround- 
ings and associations.” 

The surroundings comprise a brick-and-stone man- 
sion with 29 rooms. There is a landscaped terrain of 


rolling lawns, formal gardens, rustic walks, trees and 
flowers. 

Other facilities include a stucco-and-brick head- 
master’s home, a stone gatehouse, a gardener’s cot- 
tage, a large brick garage suitable for a gymnasium, 
greehouses for horticulture and several other build 
ings. 

“With all this, the Westchester Day School will be 
completely democratic in spirit, attitude and em- 
phasis,” the rabbi said. “Its first, primary and basic 
purpose is to provide a superior type of day school 
for the entire Jewish community.” 

He said the school was publicly supported and that 
a “generous” number of scholarships have been 
awarded. “The prevailing policy is to accept as far as 
possible every child able to maintain the high aca- 
demic standards of the school.” 

The school, which was opened last September, has 
53 pupils ranging from kindergarten to fifth grade. 
S. Maurice Plotnick is headmaster. 

Rabbi Golovensky said that tuition has been set 
at a moderate figure “within reach of the middle 
class, but he emphasized that in addition to aiming 
to be a day school for any Jewish child who wants 
it, the school “hopes to appeal also to that signifi- 
cant social group not yet reached by the day 
schools.” 

The curriculum of ‘the school will be fully Jewish, 
he said. “Judaism in its festivals, traditions and sym- 
bols is rooted in the soil, a fact sorely neglected in 
our day schools, located as they are in urban cen- 
ters.” 

He said “in this rural environment, the child will 
acquire Judaism at its ‘grass roots.’ Zionism, too, as 
an organic part of Judaism will become a living 
reality.” 

Rabbi Golovensky will be honored at a dinner-dance

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“GOOD GERMAN” LANDLADY USES CHARGE 
OF RITUAL MURDER TO EVICT DP TENANT 


MUNICH (WNS)—When the Nazi house collapsed under 
the impact of democratic arms, Mathilda Gromel, like millions 
of her country-people, claimed she was among the “good Ger- 
mans who were horrified” by Hitler’s bestizlity against Jews. 





To show her good intentions, she even rented out an apart- 
ment to a Jewish woman, Mrs. Gutfreund, who had just been 
freed from a camp. This was two years ago. Her tenant was 
a quiet person, who paid the rent regularly and kept her apart- 
ment immaculately clean, One day Mathilda notified her Jew- 
ish tenant that she wanted more rent because she had. been of- 
fered a higher price for the apartment. The Jewish woman 
refused to pay the increase and also refused to move. 

Remorseful Mathilda became angered by this “Jewish impu- 
dence” and engaged an attorney to begin eviction proceedings. 
When the trial began her lawyer, a Dr. Heinrich Arnold, told 
the court his client could not bear the presence of a Jew in her 
building because Jews use the blood of Christian children when 
baking matzoths for Passover. This argument did not impress 
the court and the complaint was dismissed. 

Having completed their legalistic task, the justices called 
out the next case without a word of reprimand either against 
Mathilda or her lawyer for injecting the ritual libel in a civilian 
case and for making such contemptible accusations against 
Jews. Arnold is a former SS leader.

Budapest Rabbi Asks

BUDAPEST—(JTA) — Special 
services were held in the central 
synagogue here this week to cele- 
brat the fourth anniversary of 
the liberation of the Budapest 
ghetto by the Soviet Army.

Quite A List 

They included pianists Arthur 
Rubenstein and Vladimir Horo- 
witz, violinists Isaac Stern and 
Jascha Heifetz and singer Lily 
Pons. 

Menuhin, the only Jewish-born 
artist of any note to speak in de- 
fense of Furtwangler, said that 
the criticism of the German was 
unjust. He said he had person- 
ally investigated Furtwangler’s 


_ record and convinced himself that 


Furtwangler has put up the most 
resistence to the Nazis and that 
“he kept as many Jews as possi- 
ble in the Berlin Philharmonic.” 

Furtwangler had defended 
himself with the assertion that 
he had helped individual Jews.

OU’VE heard of parents being advised to expose their children 
early to classical music, if they want them to apprecite this 
fine art.

son. All during my brief stay, he hovered over the 
phonograph as it played Beethoven. 

“Does he listen often?” I asked his mother, 
after she and I left for a luncheon. 

“On days when he isn’t playing outdoors, he’d 
have the machine going all day, if I’d let him,” the 
mother replied. “He starts out in the morning with 
Brahms.” 

“Oh,” I interrupted to quip, “you nfean he has 
Brahms for breakfast?” 

“No, I don’t allow him to start before 9:30. But then he goes 
right through the stack—Mozart, Chopin, Debussy, Beethoven, and 
so on.” 

“And what about you? Has it affected your feeling toward 
classical music?” I wondered. 

Said she: “Frankly, I’m sick of it. I wouldn’t think of going to 
a concert anymore.”

ID you notice in The Post Freedom of the Press section a few 

weeks ago the amount The Joint Distribution Committee spent 

for North African Jewry? Raphael Levy, publicity director, insisted 
it was erroneous to say that the JDC had spent $70,000,000 in Europe 
in 1948 and nothing for the Moslem Jews. He wrote the JDC spent 
$750,000 for the Moslem Jews.

The Jewish peo- 
ple, now and through the ages, has done a magnificent job of taking 
care of its own. Now that the need in Europe is lessened and we are 
aware of the misery of the Forgotten Million, the JDC allotment for 
that portion of world Jewry will surely be increased during the 
coming years.

HIS is not written in the spirit of complaint; just a simple state- 
ment of fact. After all, a person knows when he’s licked. I 
sometimes feel, especially during the muddy season, that the 
Orientals are 1,000 years ahead of our civilization with their custom 
of removing shoes upon entering a house. 
* * * 
FEW months ago, a rabbi sent me a little pamphlet he had 
prepared on circumcision. The pamphlet, “A Baby Boy?” by 
Rabbi Allan Summers, Los Angeles, which aimed at persuading par- 
ents on the importance of not only circumcizing their sons but also 
of including the religious ceremony, left me rather bewildered. I filed 
it away for further study. 

You see, on one page was a list of 14 Jewish doctors endorsing 
circumcision by an authorized Mohel (ritual circumciser). 

Yet on the very next page was an open letter to Jewish doc- 
tors not to undermine the prestige of the Mohel by inferring that 
he is not qualified and “prevailing upon unwitting parents to 
allow medical men to perform the operation.” 

I couldn’t help thinking that if some doctors come out against 
Mohelim, wouldn’t it be because some of the mohelim fall short of 
the qualifications expected of them as surgeons? 

When any adult (including Orthodox Jews) faces an operation 
he not only goes to a qualified surgeon but he also expects applica- 
tion of the latest in scientific knowledge. 

Surely in this case, I felt, we must give consideration to the 
attitude of the doctor. 

Now I notice in Rabbi Samuel Silver’s “Digest of the Yiddish 
Press” that Charleston, S. C., is the first city in the nation to work 
out a settlement of the feud between Jewish doctors and mohelim. 

According to the Digest, “after years of wrangling the Jew- 
ish communit» of Charleston has set up a board of doctors who 
will pass on the medical qualifications of the town’s mohelim. 
The new spirit of cooperation between physicians, who had been 
warning parents against Milah, and the Orthodox element of the 
city has resulted in an arrangement that satisfies everyone.” 

This is such a simple solution to the long-smouldering problem 
that it is hard to understand why the Jewish community couldn't 
have figured it out sooner.

Apfelberg means “Mountain of 
Apples.” But the name has no 
connection with any apples. It is 
geographical in origin. It is de- 
rived from a section in the Rhine- 
land of Germany known as Eifel- 
berg. After your ancestors left 
Germany and settled in Eastern 
Europe, they continued to spell 
their name Eifelberg. But since 
they wrote in Hebrew letters, 
they soon forgot the original 
meaning of the name. Ejifelberg 
meant nothing to them, whereas 
Apfelberg was an intelligible and 
obvious alternative. There were 
Jewish settlements in the Rhine- 
land as early as the time of the 
Romans.

BB PRODUCES HELP 

NEW. YORK—(NJP) — Frank 
Goldman, president of B’nai B'rith 
reported this week that the order 
has collected and shipped to Is- 
rael $3,420,000 worth of food and 
material since the start of its aid 
to Israel six months ago. 
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The Editor's Chair, 

LIKE ANY OTHER WEEK in 
which I have the opportunity of 
spending time in the company of 
the leaders of the American Jew- 
ish community, I have lots to tell 
you, but since that would fill al- 
most all the pages of this week’s 
edition, I’m going to pick out just 
a couple of items—one my ex- 
perience at the American Jewish 
Committee convention at the 
Hotel Astor in New York; and 
the second, my first Jewish press 
conference. 

The American Jewish Commit- 
tee incident reminded me of my 
experience at the last conclave of 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism in St. Louis. There I was, 
minding my own business in the 
rear of the hall, when someone 
asked for the floor to announce 
there was a reporter in the hall. 
At that, I arose and said some- 
thing like, “He means me, Mr. 
Rosenwald.” 

That started a discussion on 
whether I should be allowed to re- 
main which ended in a complete 
victory for the freedom of the 
press, though not a permanent 
one. At one point, the offer was 
made to let me stay, but on con- 
ditien that I would report noth- 
ing that transpired. This was 
satisfactory to everyone except 
me. I started to walk out. 

At that, several people arose 
again to my defense and the is- 
sue was settled with Lessing 
Rosenwald, Council president, 
asking me to sit next to him on 
the dias, which of course I re- 
fused. But I did stay im the 
meeting. 

A similar situation developed 
at the American Jewish Commit- 
tee convention. Perhaps I was 
so outraged because I had to 
leave in the middle of having 
lunch with the one man other 
than my immediate family with 
whom I would rather have lunch. 
He was Sidney Hollander. 

One of the AJCommittee press 
representatives came over to tell 
me that although I was welcome 
to stay for the lunch, it would be 
necessary for me to leave immedi- 
ately afterwards because all the 
sessions were closed to all of the 
press. 

My old friend, Irving Spiegel 
of the N. Y. TIMES was on hand, 
as were reporters from the HER- 
ALD-TRIBUNE and several other 
dailies. I was the only Jewish 
press representative there. 

I demurred at the action and 
soon enough, John Slawson, 
executive vice president, came 
over to confirm the verdict. At 
that I went up to Jacob Blaus- 
stein, the new president, who 
has been very helpful. I told 
him of my objections. Judge 
Proskauer, the retiring presi- 
dent, was seated next to him 
and offered the comment that 
he “didn’t know of any news- 
peperman worthy of the man 
who would break a confidence.” 
I had made the offer that I be 
allowed to stay on condition 
that I would not print anything 
that was forbidden. 

Mr. Blaustein went out to dis- 


cuss the point with Mr. Slawson, 


and by that time I had made up 








the mind. I stopped eating and 
went out. I ran into Mr. Blau- 
stein and Mr. Slawson in the cor- 
ridor, discussing the matter and 
the law was laid down. 

These were closed sessions and 
the press—all the press—was 
banned. Mr. Blaustein tried to be 
helpful. He said that partiality 
could not be shown to one paper 
over another. Mr. Slawson said I 
could take up the matter in my 
column this week—which is what 
I'm doing. 

» 

I CONTEND THAT this ruling 
—which I was given to under- 
stand is one of long-standing— 
is harmful, not to me, but to the 
American Jewish community. I 
don’t know what went on at the 
convention but I can assure Mr. 
Slawson and the American Jew- 
ish Committee that I would have 
no difficulty in finding out. 

There were too many people 
there (about 150) for the pro- 
ceedings to have been kept sec- 
ret. That means I would have 
obtained a second-hand account 
which might posibly have been 
garbled, 

But there are other and more 
serious implications. At Phila- 
delphia, I was allowed to sit in on 
the board meeting of the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Wei- 
fare Funds. Their theory seems to 
be that they want me to be there 
so I can know as fully as pos- 
sible what is going on. In other 
words, they have nothing to hide. 

But the most important point 
of all has to do with that ideal of 
democracy which I’m sure the 
American Jewish Committee 
would be the first to defend. Or 
do they merely give lip service 
to the ideal? In a democratic so- 
ciety, a fundamental pillar is the 
free interchange of information. 
The committee must concede that 
what it does in convention must 
be subjected to that test—the free 
interchange of public information. 

In the long run, as in the case 
with all democratic institutions, 
this would be most helpful to the 
Committee. I don’t know what 
was said, but if it was known 
that reporters were on hand, re- 
sponsible reporters whose inter- 
est in the welfare of the Jewish 
community was no less than that 
of the Committee, then what was 
said would have been more re- 
strained, let me say, because of 
the fact that unduly inaccurate 
claims would have been recog- 
nized as such, and the record, be- 
cause of that fact, would have 
been more honest and sound. 

As it is now, all that the 
American Jewish community 
knows about what the American 
Jewish Committee does at its 
annual conventions is hidden 
except for the handouts sent to 

the press in the hope the press 
will print it. If that press was 
permitted to sit in on the pro- 
ceedings, then it would have 
more confidence in what was 
sent to it. 

It seems to me that when my 
plan to cover the sessions com- 
pelled a decision, Mr. Slawson— 
who in this case made the de- 
cision — might have considered 
more carefully the implications 
involved in saying that even the 
annual conventions of this or- 
ganization are secret. 

Now, I am not arguing that the 
Committee did not have the right 
to bar me. d am contending—as 
strongly as I know how—that no 
national Jewish organization in 
this day has the right to close its 
sessions to the press. Both in 
Atlantic City and in Philadelphia 
at the conventions ,of the UJA 
and the CJFWF the press was ad- 
mitted, but on condition that

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The Real Job of the UJA This Year 


HE real task facing the United Jewish Ap- 

peal for 1949 is to convince the Jewish 
Community of this fact: The number of Jews 
who can be admitted to Israel in 1949 is in direct 
proportion to the amount of money raised in 
this year’s drive. 

Jews left in the squalid ghettos of North 
Africa or in the various ports of embarkation 
such as Marseilles will be kept from Israel by 
those who give inadequately to the UJA. 

It is as simple as that. 

The new Jewish State has before it all the 
problems of any new organization, plus the 
many overwhelming problems connected with 
keeping the economy on an even keel. 

No one expects Israel to be able in the second 
year of its existence to put out $200,000,000 to 
supply the ships and the money to bring Jews 
to its shores, nor to pay for feeding these Jews 
after they arrive there, or to clothe them until 
they can take their places as productive citi- 
zens. 

That is our task—the job of the American 
Jewish community. 

And it is even to our advantage to provide 


the money as quickly as possible. The longer 
the Jews stay in North Africa and other Mo- 
hammedan countries the longer will they be 
charges of the American Jewish community. 


When they get to Palestine, not only are we 
relieved of their upkeep but at the same time, 
we give these people the chance for the fruitful, 
creative life now denied them. 


Israel is willing, despite its tremendous tasks 
connected with providing health facilities and 
work for a huge influx of people of widely 
varying backgrounds, to say that it will take 
all the Jews who come to its shores. That Israel 
has been willing to make that commitment in 
the face of its unprecedented problems is noth- 
ing less than a heroic decision of incomparable 
magnitude. 

We cannot let Israel down. 

This then is the education job before the UJA 
for this year. It is a tremendous task but it can 
be done. And only if it is done, will American 
Jewry contribute anything close to the $250,- 
000,000 goal for 1949, inadequate as it is. 


- Let’s Not Kick This One Around 


HE situation which has led to the call for 

a meeting of the Jewish Agency in the 
United States demands the exercise of the best 
attributes of leadership by all persons involved 
in the dispute. 

At stake is not the career of .this or that 
leader, but the welfare not only of the State of 
Israel but also the progress toward a fruitful 
and creative maturity of the American Jewish 
community. 

It is easily possible that the entire commu- 
nity could be disrupted in the fund-raising quar- 
rel, 

As it is, much damage has already been done. 
Who is to blame is aside from the point; only 
the finest kind of selfless leadership can at this 
late date avoid damage to the 1949 United Jew- 
ish Appeal campaign and those to follow. 

On the surface, the unprecedented Jewish 


Agency meeting is to decide the issue of 
whether Henry Montor will be brought back to 
leadership in the UJA. 


But the real struggle is of much greater sig- 
nificance. 


The Post hesitates at this time to discuss the 
issues, although they are not in any sense repre- 
hensible. They involve the fight between per- 
sonalities and between various Zionist groups 
in the U.S., and the charges on both sides have 
been less than restrained. 

Who is to blame, who did what, what are the 
motives of certain people—all of these have a 
certain amount of importance. But none are so 
important that the American Jewish commu- 
nity, or the Zionist groups, should be torn apart 
by internecine warfare to the harm of every- 
thing that Zionism stands for. 


Jewish Leadership Caught Napping Again 


did not require the most astute observer 

to realize that something was wrong both at 

the Atlantic City conference of the United Jew- 

ish Appeal and at the Philadelphia General As- 

sembly of the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds. 

In the case of the UJA conference, a possible 
explanation offered here and there in the cor- 
ridors for the complete lack of enthusiasm, 
almost to the point of disinterest, was the ab- 
sence of the expert hand of Henry Montor to 
plan the program and supervise its execution. 

But that analysis could not have been the 
answer for the tonelessness and the apathy at 
the one convention that heretofore has usually 
stirred the delegates—-the CJF WF General As- 
sembly. 

The one logical explanation lies in the let- 


down ali over American Israel. This lethargy 
is understandable. The one goal of almost all 
American Jewry has been achieved. The Jewish 
State is in existence. It is true that it needs 
help; that the state can flounder and be set 
back for decades without the help of those in 
a position to provide that help; that no one 
can stir the U. S. Jewish community to the 
heights it reached when the Arabs were at 
Israel’s throat, 

Still, even this paper was surprised at the 
letdown shown at Atlantic City and at Phila- 
delphia. 

The Jewish leadership has been caught nap- 
ping again. It made no adequate provisions to 
counteract this development, an inevitable psy- 
chological reaction when a long-sought goal is 
achieved.

Reform and Conservative Jews can take im- 
mediate steps toward closer unity without wait- 
ing for a formal alliance, says Rabbi David 
Polish in his Temple Mizpah Forecast—In his 
address before the convention of the Unien of 
American Hebrew Congregations, Rabbi Helier 
of Cincinnati suggested a “rapproachment” be- 
tween reform and conservative Judaism. This 
was. erroneously interpreted in some circles as 
a plea for a merger of both groups. What Rabbi 
Heller meant was that a more intimate working 
relationship ought be established between 
these two branches of American Judaism. Thus 
far, through the fault of both reform and con- 
servatism, little has been done to foster ‘a 
closer bond. In fact,*we Jews have extended 
ourselves far more to promote good-will with 
our Christian neighbors than with one another. 
We are strong on inter-faith meetings, but 
what have we done about intra-faith meetings? 
Why do Jews find it easy and desirable to wor- 
ship side by side with their Christian neigh- 
bors, and difficult and even repugnant to wor- 


ship together with their conservative or reform

1.2ighbors? Must we plead guilty to the charge 
that we can raise funds together, fight anti- 
Semitism together, build Israel together, but 
cannot pray together or plan our spiritual des- 
tinies together? 

I should like to suggest a few methods by 
which reform and conservative Jews can begin 
to know one another better and live together 
as co-religionists: 

a. Let neighboring congregations have joint 
services on occasion. 

b. Let us call a permanent moratorium on 
sly and not so sly digs at one another. 

c. Let there be greater consultation between 
reform and conservative congregations on their 
educational problems which are often similar. 

d. Let conservative and reform congrega- 
tions sponsor joint_activities, particularly in the 
area of adult education.

I have been reading your news- 
paper for quite a number of 
weeks now. In this time your 
handling of all materia] dealing 
with the National Jewish Wel- 
fare Board has had all the ear- 
marks of biased and poor news- 
paper reporting. (Two specific 
instances being your account of 
Jewish Book Month and Dr. Os- 
car I. Janowsky’s talk in De- 
troit.) I do not at this time wish 
to defend the JWB, for to do so 
properly would necessitate an 
evaluation of its good points and 
its shortcomings in the light of 
the background in which it func- 
tions. But, I do wish to say at 
this time that running chosen 
JWB programs into the ground 
by presenting an incomplete pic- 
ture, data carefully combed to 
support your point of view is at 
jts worst dishonest, and at its best 
certainly inadequate reporting, 
unfair to the lay Jewish public at 
whom your paper is aimed. Your 
treatment of Jewish Book Month 
and Dr. Janowsky’s talk certainly 
seemed to reflect some _ inade- 
quacy. In the latter case, since 
you considered it important 
enough to give it a prominent 
place on your front page with the 
speaker’s picture, I cannot ste 
why the report was run as a ser- 
jes of neatly turned phrases (ac- 
curately or otherwise quoted) one 
of context beneath a very bold 
headline which was also a quot- 
able quote. I am certain that Dr. 
Janawsky did more than merely 
slash away destructively at the 
inner being of Jewish-American 


-life and institutions. I find it hard 


to believe that you have set your- 
self the task of getting the peo- 
ple up in arms against the “Big 
Bad JWB” who is trying to per- 
fect a coup d’etat in Jewish com- 


munal life; but so it would seem. 
After running the original ar- 
ticle on Dr. Janowsky’s talk and 
all the letters reflecting public 
response, would it not have been 
better to check Dr. Janowsky’s 
claims to being misquoted against 
a stenographic record of the con- 
ference which is in all likelihood 
available, instead of running his 
letter with an editor’s note which 
said nothing and implied that you 
wished to believe him guilty and 
were leaving the job of proving 
innocence to him. Your very 
words sneered. If you are right 
in your contention, and the passi- 
bility is not éar fetched, for Dr. 
Janowsky being of human stuff 
and the JWB being composed of 
many such individuals are both 
subject to error in thinking and 
certainly in expression, it is still 
possible to present the facts in so 
important a matter, clearly, thor- 
oughly, and thoroughly checked.

@ Editor, National: Jewish Post: 

I enjoy. your newspaper from 
its very first issue. I have rec- 
ommended it to my members and 
those who followed my sugges- 
tion are. grateful for having 
brought to their attention, a 
newspaper which is so interest- 
ing and instructive for the Jew. 

May I offer a bit of advice 
which I hope will be taken in 
the proper spirit? You should de- 
vote more attention to the strug- 
gle of Jewish education for sur- 
vival. You cover all other items 
of Jewish importance and give 
sufficient space to each, such as, 
Zionism, B’nai B’rith, Anti-Semit- 
ism, Synagogual difficultes, reli- 
gious services, et cetera.

It is 
an everyday affair pregnant with 
difficulties and heartaches. Yet, 
where will we be and what good 
is the whole if we 
cannot fili our children with the

fundamentals of our religion? T 
don’t want to enter into a dis- 
cussion of the problem. Suffice 
it to say, that you have a medium 
which may be of tremendous 
good in our struggle to stem the 
tide of ignorance. 

Consider that you buried the 
item which tells of the television 
show featuring Jewish education 
somewhere in a column with 
other items instead of featuring 
such an achievement. “A Lamp 
Unto My Feet” is a step forward 
in dramatizing Jewish education, 
a basic requirement for popular- 
izing the need of religious in- 
struction. The Jewish Theoleg- 
ical Seminary ought to be con- 
gratulated for its vision and 
imagination in bringing ths pro- 
gram before large audiences, re- 
sulting, I hope, in larger registra- 
tions for our Hebrew school. Pro- 
vided, of course, if we, rabbis and 
educators, are prepared to take 
advantage of this program. 

Put your wonderful abilities 
and excellent newspaper to the 
task of revitalizing our Hebrew 
schools. It is a mitzvah which 
has its reward in this world.

TO IMPASSE OF KASHRUT IN U. S. 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Thinking individuals in Ameri- 
can Jewry are concerned over the 
future of Judaism in this country. 
Reconstruction, reform , adjust- 
ment have been suggested to save 
Judaism in the diaspora. But in- 
variably the question of Kash- 
ruth comes up and sticks like a 
bone in the throat. (Helen Cohen 
in the National Jewish Post of 
June 18, 1948; Mr. L. W. Crohn 
in the Reconstructionist of Janu- 
ary 7, 1949). What shall we do 
with Kashruth? To abolish it 
means to obliterate one of the 
very few remaining distinguish- 
ing characteristics of the Jewish 
religion. To retain it means a 
hopeless attempt to recapture the 
mind and will of our progressive 
Jewish intellect and to tie it back 
to a preprosterous medieval] tra- 
dition; a tradition which not only 
has outlived its original raison 
d’ etre, but has degenerated 
through the centuries into a mys- 
tic religious cult, whose corner- 
Stone is the Schochet and the but- 
cher. 


In an article published in the 
Reconstructionist May 16, 1947, 
the writer suggested a sensible 
and easy way out. Let us not 
abolish Kashruth, but let us re- 
vise it to give it logic-and dignity. 
The rooted habit of the Jew to 
be different in his diet is worthy 
of being continued, but it should 
be based on an ideal worthy of 
name religion. Kashruth should 
be based on the principle: ‘“Thy 
shalt not kill!”—Kashruth should 
teach the Jew not to partake of 
the flesh of animals, birds or fish 


and not to encourage, by con- 
sumption and demands, _ the 
Slaughter of living creatures. 


Kashruth should be based on 
idealism which should appeal to 
the intelligence and conscience of 
the modern Jew.—It should be so 


rational and sincere in its think- 
ing that it could be adopted as a 
creed by the scientist and cleric 


alike. It should make an ultra- 
free-thinker proud of his Juda- 
ism and eager to die for Kiddush- 
Hashem. 


In plain English, what I pro- 
pose for the thinking Jew is es- 
sentially vegetarianism, except 
that the name vegetarianism it- 
self is inadequate to express what 
I have in mind. I am not con- 
cerned with the delicious taste or 
health-qualities of vegetables. I 
am advocating a principle which, 
in ultimate logic, should be the 
basis of all religion: The princi- 
ple of “Don’t Kill! Don’t harm 
things that do not harm you!”

81st CONGRESS HAS 10 JEWS, 
LARGEST NUMBER IN YEARS

WASHINGTON—The 8ist Congress can boast an unusually 


large number of Jewish members—the largest number in many 


years. 


At present there are ten Jewish members of the House. For the 
past few years the list has hovered around seven a, All are 


Democrats with the exception of 
Jacob Javits, New York Repub- 
lican who survived the Demo- 
cratic sweep in a normally Dem- 
ocratic district. 

The list of ten might even be 
swelled to 11 if Louis B. Heller, a 
former New York State Senator 
recently nominated to run for the 
office made vacant by the death 
of Rep. John J. Delaney, makes 
a successful bid for the post. 

Promising to play active roles 
in the 81st Congress are four new 
members—Representatives  Ribi- 
coff of Connecticut, Dollinger of 
New York, Yates of Illinois, and 
Chudoff of Pennsylvania. 

Judge Abraham A. Ribicoff was 
voted “the most able legislator 

the Connecticut Assembly” by 
newsmen who had covered him 
during his two terms in the state 
capitol. Born in New Britain, 
Connecticut, some 39 years ago, 
he had come to the legislature by 
way of the University of Chicago 
Law School where he graduated 
cum laude in 1933. 

Rep. Isadore Dollinger succeed- 
ed to the office held by Rep. Leo 
Isacson. He comes to the House 
with a solid backing of legisla- 
tive experience aequired during 
his eight years in the New York 
State Assembly and four years as 
a New York State Senator. 

Already the author of a flock 
of bills designed to combat dis- 
crimination, Rep. Dollinger has 
given a clue to why the non-par- 
tisan Citizens Union of New York 
City labeled him “the Champion 

of the Under-Privileged” for his 
work in the New York State leg- 
islature. Since Jan. 3 he has in- 
troduced anti-lynch and anti-poll 
tax measures, a fair-employment 
practice bill, and a bill to with- 
hold federal funds from schools 
or housing developments that dis- 
criminate on the basis of race, 
color, creed or national origin. 

From Illinois has come Rep. 
Sidney Yates, a former Assistant 
Attorney General of Illinois un- 





der Gov. Henry Horner from 1935 
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to 1937, and a member of the il. 
linois Commerce Commission. Ac. 
tive in Jewish communal affairs, 
a big ten basketball star, a prae 
ticing attorney since 1933 and 
with a stretch in the Navy be 
hind him, the 39-year-old Yates 
replaced the former Democratic 
candidate just two months before 
the election. Despite what would 
seem to be an insurmountable 
political obstacle, he won the 
election 18,000 votes ahead of his 
opponent, 

Also returning for his second 
term is Rep. Abraham J. Multer, 


New York Democrat who has, 


staunchly defended Israel in many 


speeches in the House. 

A veteran of eight scrappy 
years of service in the House is 
Rep. Arthur G. Klein of New 
York, author of a number of dis. 
placed persons bills, of measures 
designed to implement the report 
of the President’s Committee on 
Civil Rights, and bitter critic of 
Britain’s policies in Palestine. A 
leader in the fight to see that Ilse 
Koch “Bitch of Buchenwald,” was 
brought to justice, he pointed out 
in a letter to Army Secretary 
Royall that it would not place her 
in double jeopardy to retry her, 

Klein plans to introduce, with 
Rep. Javits as a co-sponsor, a 
group libel law designed by the 

American Jewish Cngress to 

prevent the dissemination of 

anti-Semitic and other defama- 
tory literature through the 
mails. 

The brevity of our comment on 
the last three members to be in- 
cluded here is not because they 
are little known but because they 
are so well known.

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Future Of U.S. Jewish Community Involved In UJA Dispute 


By G. M. COHEN 

NEW YORK (NJP)—The forthcoming meeting of 
the Jewish Agency will radiate around the person 
ality of Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver. 

What he feels should be done is almost inevitably 
what the ZOA and its affiliates finally do. 

So it is important to know the exact position in 
which Dr. Silver finds himself at the moment, With 
that clearly in mind, what happens in the present 
crisis may be more understandable. 

Rabbi Silver is a strong man and as such has 
created enmities. Much of the criticism of Dr. 
Silver is warranted and as long as he controlled 
the ZOA, he brooked no opposition. But Dr. Sil- 
ver’s achievements are many and this same strong 
will—which is so often condemned—carried the 
Zionist movement through in many a failing hour 
when less determination and courage would have 
spelled its doom. 

Whether Dr, Silver was neediessly ruthless in his 
dealings with Jewish personalities, not even history 
may be able to answer. But certainly he is hated 
and feared in many quarters.

The history of the present crisis begins with the 
resignation last September of Henry Montor as 
head of the United Palestine Appeal. But the issue 
has gone far beyond Mr. Montor and now rests on 
the twin pillars of (1) who is the authoritative body 
in American Zionism and (2) the future of Dr. Sil- 
ver in world Zionism. ; 

When the United Palestine Appeal voted 15 to 11 
to ignore the 5 to nothing vote of the American 
section of the Jewish Agency which would have 
brought Henry Montor back into the top job in the 
United Jewish Appeal, the die was cast. 

I know that the ZOA leadership had almost no idea 
that the issue would be carried to the length to which 
it has gone. The ZOA undoubtedly figured without 
those who have been waiting for just this opportun- 
ity. The ZOA leadership felt that the vote of the 
UPA inner committee settled the matter. 

Dr. Silver’s position was that the American sec: 
tion of the Jewish Agency had no right to take ac- 
tion in the UPA matter, since the UPA had not 
referred the question to the Jewish Agency. On this 
basis of this reasoning, Dr. Silver ruled—while con- 
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ducting the meeting of the American section on 
that fateful Monday, Jan, 6—that the matter was 
not before that body and then left the session. 

The other seven members present (Dr. Emanuel 
Neumann, the ZOA president, had left earlier to 
to attend to other business) voted five to nothing 
(two members have no voting power) to ask the 
UPA to bring back Morgenthau as general chair 

man with full power to hire whomever he wanted 
as executive director. Everyone knew that meant 
bringing Montor back to head the 1949 UJA.

After the UPA 16 to 11 vote to ignore the wishes 
of the American section, the cables were kept hot 
with messages to the Jerusalem section to force the 
UPA to recognize the ruling of the American sec: 
tion. ZOA leaders didn’t think the Jerusalem section 
would dare to buck Dr. Silver. 

The Jerusalem section did not duck the issue but 
it did throw the issue back into the lap of the Amer- 
ican section, ruling that it would be willing to come 
to the U.S. for a meeting of the full Agency, if in- 
vited by the American section. 

The vote on this one was five to one with Dr. 
Neumann voting against and Dr. Silver not parti- 
cipating. 

The ZOA is not taking the matter lying down. A 
special meeting of Zionist leaders from all parts 
of the U.S. was held Sunday in New York. It seems 
obvious that the ZOA intends to fight, even if the 
full Jewish Agency executive votes to uphold the 
decision of the American section. a 

But whether the ZOA fights or does not fight, it 
stands to lose. The enemies of Dr, Silver know 
that at last they have him in a position from which 
he will extricate himself only by an amazing stroke 
of luck or genius. That is why everything depends 
on what the full meeting of the Jewish Agency de- 
cides, And that is why those who hate Dr, Silver 
are pressing as hard as they know how to see 
that the decision of the full Jewish Agency upholds 
the American section. 

The view of the ZOA is that the Jewish Agency 
is attempting to dictate internal policies in the 
U. S. This is the other side of the coin of Ameri- 
can Zionists influencing what goes on in Israel. 
The UPA is an American body, and as such it 
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makes its own decisions. 

On the other side of the picture is the fact that 
the American section has full authority over fund- 
raising; and that the American section of the Jewish 
Agency is made up of Americans, not citizens of 
Israel.

Whai is brewing is a propaganda war, and of 
course several other wars, too. If the ZOA loses be- 
fore the Jewish Agency, Hadassah will become a tar- 
get of the ZOA’s wrath, because Hadassah’s presi- 
dent, Mrs. Rose Halprin, voted for the Morgenthau. 
Montor proposal in the American section meetings. 

What that will lead to only the future can teil. 
However, there have been signs of a fight between 
these two largest bodies of U. S. Zionists for several] 
years and yery possibly this latest crisis may precip- 
itate a long and bitter struggle. 

There also is the question of whether the ZOA 
can afford to yield to the Jewish Agency and accept 
the one man it has sworn not to work with. If Hen- 
ry Montor comes back to the UJA, for whatever rea- 
sons, the ZOA will have suffered its most severe deé- 
feat, or rather its only defeat since the present ad. 
ministration took office. It is unlikely that it can 
continue in office in the face of such a setback. 

The administration erred from a political stand. 
point when it failed to leave some loophole through 
which it could gracefully accept Montor back as UJA 
head. The administration let itself get out on a 


limb in this respect and this was a political mistake q 


of the first order. When a machine makes a serious 
mistake, the whole foundation is threatened and with 
it the careers of those who run the machine. 

Rabbi Silver has been president of the ZOA and 
he is at present chairman of the American section 
of the Jewish Agency. The next position to which 
he can aspire is that of president of the World Zion- 
ist Organization. Whether he will fall heir to that 
position depends to a large extent on what happens 
in the next few weeks, 

Obviously the entire American Jewish eommunity 
and even Israel, too, is concerned with what happens 
because anything that affects at one and at the 
same time the Zionist Organization of America and 
the United Jewish Appeal cannot but affect the very 
foundations of the American Jewish community.

The Temple had been conducting services on the beach and be- 
came the center of a zoning suit when Dan Arnstein, New York 
transportation magnate, filed a complaint asking for an injunction 
on the ground that the services violated zoning restrictions and that 
the “large crowds” on Friday night disturbed him. 

The realty board offer was not the only example of Miami help- 
fulness, Julius Perlmutter told The Post. 

“Many institutions and organizations offered their quarters,” 
he said. ‘We were most pleased by the reaction of the people. Many 
were affiliated with other Temples and churches, yet they were all 
ready to help us in any way possible.” 

Temple officials told The Post last week that rather than create 
public controversy, it had been decided to drop plans to fight the

PHILADELPHIA—tThe Board of Jewish Ministers announced 
plans this week for a board of doctors and rabbis to regulate ritual 
circumcision and to supervise a code of ethics. 

Rabbi Meir Lasker of Temple Judea, president of the board, dis- 


closed the plan, which matches 
Charleston, S. C. to end the 
standing dispute in most Jewish 
communities between Mohelim 
(ritual circumcisers) and_ the 
medical profession. 

Rabbi Lasker cailed a meeting 
of the city’s mohelim this week 
to pass on the code which sets 
community «wide standards in 
ritual circumcision, both medi. 
cally and religiously, and also 
sets up a registry of mohelim in 
this city.
